AH day long the storm winds had charged northward 
over the Jersey pine belt to howl around the giant mooring 
mast and waste themselves in fruitless assaults against the 
blunt bow of the Navy dirigible Shenandoah.' 
Cloud banks in endless procession scudded with the 
gale, fleeing in tumbled haste past the long cigar-shaped hull. 
Then the early darkness of 


windlass aud mooring cable, En­ 
gine No. 6 in the. pilot car, or some 
of the forward gasoline tanks.

m essm ates shook hands enviously 
with the heroes of the wild ride, 
and Captain McCrary and Com­ 
m ander W eyerhacher, the construc­ 
tor, crawled up into the bag and, 
by the aid of their flashlights, made 
a m inute inspection of the damage 
for an immediate report to Wash* 
ingten.
